REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1926. 


The  Committee  of  the  Tenby  Cottage  Hospital  have  much  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  their  subscribers  and  friends  their  Fifty-Sixth  Annual 
Report. 

During  the  year  153  patients  have  been  under  treatment  in  the 
Hospital.  Of  these  141  were  discharged  cured  or  convalescent  ;  7  died; 
and  5  remained  in  Hospital  on  the  31st  December. 

There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  Out-Patients  attended  to 
in  the  Flospital  by  the  Matron,  the  number  for  the  year  being  60. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  made  donations,  or 
subscribed  to  the  Flospital.  A  full  list  is  given  in  the  following  pages. 

The  expenditure  for  the  year  was  over  £150  more  than  for  1925, 
and  £570  more  than  in  1924,  and  the  Hospital  would  have  been  badly 
in  debt  but  for  the  energies  of  the  secretary  in  collecting  sums  due 
from  paying  patients  ;  the  increase  on  this  heading  during  the  year 
is  no  less  than  £322. 

The  generous  support  of  the  public  is  once  again  appealed  for, 
without  which  there  is  little  hope  of  making  two  ends  meet  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  Committee  desire  to  tender  their  warmest  appreciation  to  the 
Medical  Staff  for  their  services  to  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  report,  with  great  regret,  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Wood  as  Hon.  Treasurer,  and  recommend  that  Mr  Ewart  Davies  be 
appointed  Treasurer,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Secretary,  at  an  in¬ 
creased  rate  of  salary. 

The  Committee  arc  grateful  to  the  Ministers  of  Religion  in  Tenby 
and  neighbourhood  for  forwarding  the  claims  of  the  Hospital  in  their 
respective  Churches  and  Chapels  ;  and1  to  the  proprietors  of  the  local 
Press  for  bringing  to  the  public  notice  from  time  to  time  the  needs 
of  the  Hospital. 

During  the  year  a  Hospital  Week  was  held  in  the  first  week  in 
August.  A  sum  of  £218  18s.  3d.  was  realised  after  paying  expenses. 
Consequently,  the  outside  of  the  Hospital  has  been  renovated,  and 
the  balance  left,  £179  4s.  6d.,  placed  in  the  Building  Fund. 

Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Mr  Richard  Thomas,  who  has  again  so 
kindly  audited  the  Flospital  Accounts.

St.  Florence,  Redberth,  Cresselly,  Begelly,  Kilgetty, 
Stepaside,  Amrotli.  Any  patient  admitted  from  outside  that  area  is 
asked’  to  pav  at  least  £3  3s.  per  week,  and  all  extras,  unless  a  regular 
subscriber  to  the  Hospital.
